ment was notified this morning to as- 
semble at the armory at once and hold 
themselves in readiness to go to Cripple 
Creek at a moments notice.

—General Brooks has 
been ordered by the Governor to have 
the first regiment signal corps and the 
Cliaffee light artillery at the armory in 
readiness to move at a moments notice. 
A company of cavalry and one of in- 
fantry hag left Colorado Springe and a 
coinpiuiv has been ordered from Pueblo 
to Colorado Springe, there to await 
orders. 


Sheriff Bowers, having notified Gov- 


ernor Wiiite that troops are positively 
needed in Cripple Creek, as there are 
700 firmed men iu camp and he cannot 
control them, the Governor has ordered 
troops to proceed to Cripple Creek. 
They will arrive at Midland, the term- 
inus of the railrad, at about 9 o'clock 
and will then have to march nine miles. 


Sheriff Bowers now has a force of 250 


deputies armed with repeating rifles, 100 
additional men having arrived tonight 
from Colorado Springs, but he will not 
attempt to arrest any of the men who 
participated in last nipht's disturbance 
at Altaian until the militia arrive. The

QUIET AT DENVER. 


Governor Waite Will Reley on the 


Courts. 


DENVER; March 17.—Everything is 


quiet here this morning, awaiting the 
action of Governor Waite. At 11 o'clock 
he decided to submit the trouble to the 
supreme court. In a long communica- 
tion to the court, tho governor reviews 
the case and asks the court to decide 
which are the legal lire, police and ex- 
cise commissioners. The rival lire and 
police board, which has been the cause 
of all the trouble, has organized. The 
old board ip n.owj.w.ettrin«.out. warrants 
for their arrest on a charge of contempt 
of court.

They had met 
Mr. Rogers, a member of the old board, 
up town, an hour before this, and or- 
ganized. The first official step was to 
notify Chief Pearse of the fire depart- 
ment and Chief Stone of the police de- 
partment to report for duty.

Pearse went in and politely refuted to 
recognize thcauthority of the new board. 
Chief Stone refused to obey the order, 
and the new board adjourned until 
Monday. Attorneys for the old mem- 
bers, Orr and Martin, made application 
before Judge GHnn for attachments for 
contempt of court for Messrs. Mull ins, 
llarnea and Rogers, and also Mayor Van 
Horn, who formally recognized the new 
board.

HAN- FKANCISCO, March 17.—The panic 


in wheat which sent up quotations yes- 
terday from $1.10 to $1.15*^ for May de- 
livery appeared thifi morning to have 
entirely subsided. Tlio highest offer on 
the board this morning was $1.10, with 
nobody to buy at that price. Tho dis- 
inclination to trade may, however, hove 
been in a measure due to the fact that 
business in many otlices is suspended 
owing to tlie celebration of St. Patriuk'a 
day. At dosu of the call yesterday tho 
diieotors of the exchange reduced the 
marginal price of May wheat from. $1.10 
to $1.05. I-W. McGlaullin .t Co., the 
chief opcraiors in yesterday's deal, have 
made a statement refusing to be gov- 
erned by the action of the directors of 
the call'board as applied to their con- 
tracts of yesterday and repudiating their 
contracts". Tho firm has, however, de- 
posiU'd with the produce exchange cer- 
tified checks covering the amount of 
their transactions. The directors of the 
exchange refuse to receive MeGlanflin .t 
Co.'s check, which amounts to $100,000. 
It is stated that the rules of the ox- 
change will compel McGlaullin & Co. to 
make good their contracts on Monday 
next, or be "sold out."

The fact that tho 


number of deaths from typhoid fever in 
that city during the months of October 
nd November of last year was only 


one each month, while formerly the av- 
erage for live yrars was five each month, 
seems to furnish conclusive evidence 
that them is a virtue in tlio plan rec- 
ommended by tlio Massachusetts board.
